batter of the same speed. If he is a fast running left hander, move | 


up closer than you would for a slow one. Know the speed of every 
batter. It might be advisable to move in a little on an exception- 
| ally speedy right handed batter; that is if you are playing a doen | 
| second, short, or third ordinarily, And 
| second and short the better. But be gaverwed by the strength of 
| your throwing arm, and your speed of foot, 

Don’t wait for slow hit grounders, ‘but move in like lightning 
or rather start forward like lightning, but slack up when you get 
close to the ball, as you cannot handle your body at full speed to 
throw properly. 

Size up every batter, whether he is a natural left field hitter, 
right field, or center field. if you know him to be a rank left field 
hitter, for instance, then first and second basemen play consider 
ably more to their right, short step moves over some to his right, 


and third plays a little closer to the foul line. On a rank right field | 


hitter, move around exactly the reverse,.On a batter who hits pre 
dominantly to center field, third can move over to his left a little 
and first to his right. Short and second play their natural positions 
or might move a shade closer to second. In the big leagues they
